Enterprise and Wallowa county
have not escaped from the great
storms that have covered the entire
northwest with snow, and the freez-
ing cold, while not so seévere in hers
a8 in other pairts of the luland Em-
phre, has been severe enough to make
the oldest inhabltant rack hls mem-
ory to beat it, The coldest was Sal-
urday nlght when an accurate ther.
mometer reglstersd 21 below., Snow
covers the valley and the hills to a
depth of from 12 to 18 inches,

The snow is the deepest in years
and enuses lots of rajoicing as it in-
|sures bumper crops for next year,
The hills will be full of molsture and
the mountains will give forth bank-
full streams of wuatsr all next sum-
mer, The snow also protocts the
fall sown grain.

There Is lots of snow down on the

berds and flocks to sep about feed,
Many are well supplied but it Is
